As the steamer carries one out of (lie 


crescent bead aconn J whioli Jnoksoiu ille 
ia built, aud he looks back at the pictty 
little city, with its long stretch of steam- 
ing lumber-mills, of wharves, and of 
•veil-laid streets shrouded in the dark- 
green foliage of the orange, the myrtle, 
and the bay, he cannot help prophesy- 
ing that some day it will be as large and 


• populous as New Orleacs. He finds the 


steamer loaded with active immigrants 
from the Northwest—men who have been 
attracted to Florida by the reports of its 
charming climate, and who will settle 
•long tfie rivers and creeks, and tnru 
the swamps and hammocks into pros- 
perous plantations and paying farms. 
The influx of these people increases so 
rapidly in volume that the trade of Jack- 
sonville, as a point for the purchase of 
supplies, is leaping forward very rapid- 
ly. The sturdy men of the North and 
West uill soon tranhform the 60,000 
square miles of the Floridian domain 
from a magnificently savage and luxu- 
riant swamp into a winter paradiso. 


Do not ask us for statistics. 
"\Vho can 


connt factb and figures on sneli a dreamy, 
delicious December morning? There 
is not a cloud in the bint, vault of tho 
s'Sy—are there even clouiK in Floiula'; 
The breeze lightly rippling the surface 
of the beautiful broad stieaiu has n 
hint of warmth in it. It is l:ko those 
breezes \vuich now and then fun your 
cheek as jou const along the Italian 
shores on tho Mediterranean; those w arm 
perfumed zephers which come direct 
irom Africa. 
The shoies are clad, even 


to the water's edge, in thickets and for- 
ests, where tall cypresses stand, their 
whitish-gray trunks reflected in *lie still 
pools out of which they spring. As 
liesli herbage is growing on the sancl- 
IMUS in the shallows of the stream, in 
inlets and curves where a point of luud 
"makes Oft11 into the water, the lean 
and scrawny Florida kine. whose un- 
favorable appearance would excite a Ver- 
mont farmer's warmest commiseration, 
are feeding with the half of their heads 
buried in tho water. One is apt at first 
to mistake them for some aquatic mon- 
sters peculiar to the latitude. 


Xo—yon quite forget that you wish to 


know facts and figures, and you seem to 
fall into a kind of trance while } on pro- 
gress slowly along tho stream. The ne- 
groes at work sing lazily, and skulk out 
of the sun into cool comers ab they car- 
ry heavy burdens to and fro. The New 
England invalid talk asleep under his 
sunshade, and when he a^.akf.i is in- 
consolable because he lias parsed Jlrs. 
Beecher-btoue's home at Mabdann with- 
out seeing it. 
rlhe foreign tourists, in 


their plaid shooting-jackets and kathcru 
gaiters, protest against the slowness of 
the steamers, ami utter i^ti'uv.igtmt ex- 
clamatior.s of delight eacli time that the 
boat approaches near enough to the 
shore to disclose the ruminating alligator 
or the timorous turtle. Tne little I\irib- 
iau lady, who fancies th.it Florida is 
fairy-land, nncl has a vague impression 
that the boat will soon touch at some 
mystical port, where giants and fays arc 
common as apples in Normandy, claps 
her hands in extra\agant delight when 
she sees the pink curlew or some other 
gayly-colored bird skirting with airy 
eage'mcss the knots, of blnulibery and 
the recesses of the swfiinp».
